Do You Have Holes in your Hedge? 



Hast not thou made an hedge about him, and 
about his house, and about all that he hath on 
every side? thou hast blessed the work of his 
hands, and his substance is increased in the land. 
Job 1:10 (KJV)© 

He that diggeth a pit shall fall into it; and whoso 
breaketh an hedge, a serpent shall bite him 
Ecclesiastes 10:8 (KJV) © 

With this article I want to talk about something that many of us may have overlooked in our spiritual life. Even as 
we prepare for the coming unleashing of all Hell upon the earth by keeping our garments spotless, some of us 
may have neglected checking our possessions, the things around us. There is strong precedence in scripture of 
God's people cleansing their homes of objects that are likely defiled. 

What are Familiar Objects? 

For a certain man named Demetrius, a silversmith, which made silver shrines for 
Diana, brought no small gain unto the craftsmen; Whom he called together with the 
workmen of like occupation, and said, Sirs, ye know that by this craft we have our 
wealth. Moreover ye see and hear, that not alone at Ephesus, but almost throughout all 
Asia, this Paul hath persuaded and turned away much people, saying that they be no 
gods, which are made with hands : So that not only this our craft is in danger to be set at 
nought; but also that the temple of the great goddess Diana should be despised, and 
her magnificence should be destroyed, whom all Asia and the world worshippeth.

What are 'Tamiliar objects'? They are objects that a person can own personally and bring into their home, carry 
in their pocket or wear that demons cling to. The most obvious ones are statues of false gods like Mary, or 
Buddha, but are they all? 

Many of them also which used curious arts brought their books together, and burned 
them before all men: and they counted the price of them, and found it fifty thousand 
pieces of silver. 
Acts 19:19 'J (KJV) 

By allowing such objects to remain in the home we give any "serpents" that may cling to them legal right to bite 
us, because we ourselves have broken the hedge of protection around us. Any sin or disobedience will in fact 
break this hedge of protection that God sets about His people. When we understand this we can see that 
avoiding all sin is only for our own good. 

What we need to understand about these objects is that just because we don't worship them doesn't mean that 




they have no effect on us or our home. The tree is an object of worship, this is what went on in the "groves" 
mentioned in the bible and continues to this day in places like the "Bohemian Grove". This is why we understand 
the Christmas tree to be a heathen symbol. This also includes objects related to heritage, things such as African 
tribal masks or Scandinavian hex signs. These things are sometimes referred to as "good luck charms". 

Thou shalt not make unto thee any graven image, or any likeness of any thing that is in 
heaven above, or that is in the earth beneath, or that is in the water under the earth: 
Exodus 20:4 (KJV) O 

Read that verse carefully. Study it if you need to. Can you see any exceptions there? Does it leave any wiggle 
room for saying "It's okay if you like it, and it's pretty, as long as you don't worship it'? 

What's the Danger? 

John Todd in his collaboration with Chick Publications revealed that in the music industry it is common for rituals 
to be performed over the recorded masters in order to summon demons to follow every copy that is made. 
When we bring these objects into our homes we give these demons legal right to enter along with them These 
same rituals were performed over the silver shrines for Diana and potentially every other image made. 

Was a similar ritual performed over that cute little trinket you got in the gift shop on vacation? You can't be sure, 
can you? What is critical here is that we completely understand the concept of Satan's legal right. When God's 
Word says not to do something, anything, and we disobey it we have given Satan legal right to exploit that 
disobedience, whether it is due to a "lack of knowledge" or rebellion. 

What we can also see is that a demon can be called into just about any object, so be very careful about who you 
accept gifts from because they just might have a curse placed on them If they are not inherently evil you can ask 
God to cleanse any object that you are unsure of, just as we faithfully as Him to bless any food we consume. 

My people are destroyed for lack of knowledge: because thou hast rejected 
knowledge, I will also reject thee, that thou shalt be no priest to me: seeing thou hast 
forgotten the law of thy God, I will also forget thy children. 
Hosea 4:6 (KJV) © 

When we allow these objects in our homes we can potentially have a spiritual "Grand Central Station" in them 
Demons that may be clinging to these objects know everything that is going on in your home and they may be 
used by Satanists to astral project right into your living room! 

Do you have incidents where objects disappear then mysteriously reappear in your home? Do things fall off the 
wall all by themselves for no obvious reason? Sorry, but I don't have the luxury of laughing off such things 
because I have seen them with my own eyes. I have a friend who whenever I would talk to her about God we 
would hear rapping on the walls, lights would flicker on and off and things would fall over. She told me these 
things happened whenever she discussed spiritual matters. Demons are real folks, whether you acknowledge 
them or not. 



What About "Christian" Objects? 



At this point you may think you're safe because you have none of these types of objects in your home. Now I 
ask; does this scripture make exceptions for images of angels, Jesus or even the cross? Think of all the 
Hollywood and music stars who wear crosses, Ozzy Osbourne wears a huge cross for goodness sake; he must 
be a really good Christian! 

When a Christian contemplates the cross it should not be the hunks of wood that Christ hung from, they have no 
meaning. What matters is the act of love that was committed on it. Do you really need an object to remind you 
that He died for your sins? 

And when he had given thanks, he brake it, and said, Take, eat: this is my body, which 
is broken for you: this do in remembrance of me. After the same manner also he took 
the cup, when he had supped, saying, This cup is the new testament in my blood: this do 
ye, as oft as ye drink it, in remembrance of me.

Christ made provision for those who want to remember His sacrifice on the cross, the Lord's Supper. Do this in 
remembrance of Him 

This also includes jewelry like the so called "Star of David", which is actually a very powerful symbol called the 
hexagram and used in occult rituals. How about the fish? No, that is a symbol of Pisces from the zodiac. The 
Dove? According to Alberto Rivera the dove is the sign of a Jesuit infiltrated Church! Brothers and sisters, I hate 
to break this to you, but there is no such thing as a Christian symbol, not a single one. The true Christian needs 
no symbol, we are known by our fruits. 

We need to understand these objects for what they are; potential entry points for demonic influence into our 
homes. And we should not sell these things and allow them to possibly afflict another person but destroy them I 
had a very valuable music collection that I destroyed some years back for just this reason, I also got rid of many 
books and videos that I knew were not pleasing to the Lord. I say this just so you know that I preach what I 
practice, as best as I can.
